There were heavy exports of cattle 
last week, amounting to 5,670 head, the 
largest week of the season, and included 
two cargoes to Aberdeen, which aggre- 
gated 699 head. The total exports to 
date were 35,472 head, against 41,919 in 
1887, 40,247 in 1846. 40,700, in 1885, and 
30,607 in 1884. There has been a freer 
export of sheep, and the total to date 
reaches 16,821 head, against 16,038 in 
1885, 43,375 in 1886, 29,435 in 1835 and 
28,756 in 1884, here has been no im 
provement in the cattle market since our 
last review, in fact business has beou 
dull both on spot in the country, and 
from what we can gather few purchases 
have been made for future shipments 
owing no doubt to the more discouraging 
cable which have been received during 
the past week. With weak and, in some 
cases, lower cables today from Glasgow: 
Liverpool and London, the feeling here 
was weak, The general opinion among 
shippers is that there will be a good Kng- 
lish market after this month, but we must 
say that, as the crowd is generally wrong, 
it will be more than likely chat we will 
will see better markets, The demand 
for cattle through the country has been 
slow, as exporters have been holding off 
and waiting to see what turn the market 
abroad is going to take, coasequently the 
shipments promise to be light this week, 
especially as there are only two or three 
cattle tteamers to sail, The projects at 
present do not look bright on account of 
the large shipment from Canada and the 
United States, but if the exports from the 
United States fall off, dealers have aa 
idea that there will be Letter markets, 
but no improvement is looked for in the 
near future, All the choice cattle has 
been shipped for the present and the 
stock now going forward shows a mark- 
ed falling off in quality, so much so that 
it is very noticeabie, and Canadian cattle 
in England are selling much lower than 
the States.-~-Montreal Ciazette 22.

The Montreal Gazette publishes the 
following:—Dr. McKachran, who has 
just returned from spending some iime 
in the ranching country, was called upon 
by a Gazette reporter, who in a brief in- 
terview obtained the following encoura- 
ging fact# from him:—During no sea 
son since ranching was first started in 
that country bas the business been so

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cad peahere excellent, and on the 
ranges neat the foot hills hay can ve eut 
anywhere almost, and Jarge quantities 
were being put up by all the companies 
for feeding the horses used during the 
winter, young calyes, and the weaklings 
of the herds, Asa result of the favor- 
able weather and abundance of feed the 
cattle are “rolling in fat." The calf 
branding was a good average but nota 
large one, but the calves were strong and 
well nourished. There will be a surplus 
of about 4,000 head of beef steers for 
shipment. Most of them | understand 
have already been sold for export to 
Kngland and Scotland, and while fair 
prices have been paid for them, such is 
the size and quality of these cattle that 
the shippers will inake more out of them 
than of any other cattle they can handle 
at the present prices in Britain. They 
will probably most of them go direct to 
the Mire and be slaughtered within a day 
or two of landing ; many of them will no 
doubt be fattened on British pastures or 
feeding farme, and larger profits real- 
ized,” 

“Will the British farmer not find it 
difficult to handle them?” 

Not necessarily. If they would mix 
with a lot they wish to drive, » few do 
mestic cattle accustomed to be driven 
and use horses to drive them, the brand- 
ed catile would readily follow the gentle 
ones. Vbhatis the method followed in 
the slaughtgr pens on the Indian re. 
erves, One or two trained steers are kept 
always on hand for the purpose of giving 
the others a lead. The experience ol 
heing tied on the steamer prepares them 
for being tied in feeding stalls, and they 
were found last year to fatten readiiy. 
Some which were boucht for £14 in Glas- 
gw after six weeks’ feeding sold for £23.” 

“How is horse-breeding progressing?” 

“It is no exaggeration to say that the 
sun does not shine on a@ better horse- 
breeding country than the district of Al- 
berta. All classes of horses do well 
there, and it is certain to become an in- 
dustry of great importance «and in the 
neur future purchasers of all sorts of 
horses will be ateracted there, Within 
the past two years large numbers of sires 
of the bext improved breeds have heen 


}imported there, Thoroughbreds, Clydes- 
| dales, Shires, Percherons, Norfolk trot- 


ters, and hundreds of the best improved 
mares, such as Irish hunters, Thoreugh- 
breds, Clyde, Shire, Percheron, as well as 
British Columbia, Montana and Oregon 
mares in large bands, all of which ran 
with their produce without shelter, and 
except for the first year rarely fed, tind- 
ing abundance of feed on the prairie, 
both summer and winter, the mortality 
from all causes being infinitely less than 
onthe farms in Ontario and Quebec, 
Being thus bred and raised till maturity 
in almost unrestricted freedom, except 
when undergoing the breaking process, 
they are superior in every respect to the 
domestic bred animal; have better feet, 
better muscles, better lungs and better 
development generally. 

“It is said that the system of breaking 
the horses on the ranches is very bad 
needs improving, is it the case?” 

“Such remarks emanate from visitors 
at ranches where they may have seen 
cowboys handling broncho stock by 
means of the lasso, but you surely would 
expeet more system and common sense 
from men who would pay $200 a piece 
for mares by the hundred, and import 
stallions costing $1,000 and $2,000, On 
the properly conducted horse ranches 
they are more carefully handled by ex- 
perienced men, whose whole tine is de- 
voted to the work, than on the average 
eastern farm, and when brought to

“Did you visit any 
ranches?”

He didn't belseve that 
President Cleveland would enforce the re- 
taliatory act and regarded his message as 
a political move and a glaring instance of 
the corruption of the American system of 
government. Being asked if the G, T.R. 
intended to co-operate with the Northern 
Pacific to enter Manitoba, Sir Henry re- 
plied that he had. not considered the 
question of entering that province, 

Wasntnaton 27.—The President's re- 
taliation message will occupy most of the 
time of Congress this week. The message 
is now on the desk of the president of the 
senate wilh & motion to refer it to the 
committee on foreign relations. The 
President's wessage is being commented 
on by allthe leading papers in England 
and America, The opinions of a number 
of prominent men of both countries are 
being published. The Democrats ure al- 
most unanimous in support of the message, 
but the Republicans Jook upon it as the 
latest political move of the Democratic 
party. 

Orrawa, 24.—Mr, Johnson, the Do- 
minion Statistician, says that the transit 
trade across the United States to and 
from Canada, has been declining since 
1e84, when it reached $70,000,000. The 
goods transported in 1886 were of the value 
of $81,000,000, and last year $34,000,000.

gained by aousing Mr. Cleveland, Presi- 
dent Clevelund’s message has created great 
surprise in official circles as the crash of a 
thunderbolt out of a cloudless sky. ‘It's 
a bluff game,"’ was the substance of the 
remarks today, 

Lonpon 24.—The St. James Gazette, 
commenting on President Cleveland's 
message to Congress, says:—Not merely 
loca! affaias are concerned, but Imperial 
interests are also involved. England must 
and will supply proper safeguards for her 
Canadian interests, We must await the 
next step. It is difficult to suppose that 
the matter will be allowed to end other- 
wise than in a perfectly friendly manner." 

The bill introduced in the House of 
Representatives by Mr, Wilson of Minne- 
sola in accordance with the President's 
message is as follows:—‘‘Be it enacted, 
vtc., that whenever the President may 
deem it his duty to exercise any of the 
powers given to him by an act entitled 
“An act to protect and defend the ngbts 
of American fishing vessels,’ it shall be 
lawful for the President iu his discretion 
by proclamation to that effect, to suspend 
in whole or in part the cransportation of 
goods, wares aud merchandise imported 
or exported from any foreign country, ex- 
cept Canada, in bond and without the 
payment of duty to or from the British 


domains ia North America, across the ter- 
ritory of the United states,"’ 

Section 2.—Whenever the President 
shall be satisfied that there is any diseram— 
ination whatever in the use of the Welland 
canal, the St. Lawrence river canals, the 
Chambly canal, or either of them, whether 
by tolls, drawbacks, refund of tolls, or 
otherwise, which is, or may be, detrimental 
to the interests of the United States or any 
of its citizens, it shall be lawful for the 
President in his discrection, to issue 4 pro- 
elamation to that eflect, whereupon there 
shall be collected a toil of 20 cents aton on 
every foreign vessel and her cargo pissing 
through either the Sault Ste. Murie canat 
or the St. Clair Flats canal, and the Seere- 
tary of the ‘T'reasurey may authorize and 
direct any of the customs ofticials to collect 
the tolls levied under this ret, Yhe Pres- 
dent, when satistied that such discrimina- 
tion has ceased, may issue his proclamation 
to that effect in his discretion, whereupon 
the tolls authorized by this act shall no 
longer be collected,

IMPORTANCE OF ROOT CROPS 


the Massachusetts 
attention to the importance of a liberal 
cultivation of root crops in a mixed farm 
management, wherever a deep soil and 
the generul character of the clint: favor 
their normal development. Rows fur. 
nish an exceptionally large qn: i\tity of 
valuablo able matter fit for fodder 
for various kinds of farm live stock, oom: 
ting in this direction favorably with our 
Peat green fodder crops; and they pay 
well, on account of large returns for the 
necessary care bestowed upon them by a 
thorough deep cultivation to meet success 
The physical conditions of the s«il, how 
éver favorable they may have been for 
the production of crops of a similar 
character, will suffer, if year after year 
the same system of cultivation is car. 
ried out. ‘Diversity in the mechanical 
treatment of the soil, and change of sea 
son for such treatment, cannot otherwise 
but affect advantageously its mechanical 
condition and the degree of its chemical 
disintegration, promoting thereby its fit- 
ness fur development of inherent plant 
food, as wéll as its power of turning to 
account aimospheric resources of plant 
growth. The roots of the same plants 
abstract their food, year after year, from 
the same layer of soil, while a change of 
crops with reference to a different root 
system renders it possible to make all 
parts of the agricu tural soil contribute 
in a desirable succession towards an 
economical production of the crops to be 
raised. Deep rooting plants, like our 
prominent root crops, for this reason, de- 
serve a icular consideration in the 
planning of a rational system of rotation 
of crops. To raise rs varieties of 
roots should be the rulo. 

Root crops, although somewhat pecu 
liar in their composition when compared 
with many of our prominent fodder ar 
ticles, have proved a very valuable con- 
stituent in the diet of various kinds of 
farm live stock, when properly supple 
mented by hay, grains, oil cake, bran, 
etc., as circumstances we, advise. The 
rofessor's experience at the station con- 

s fully the valuable services of roots as 
an ingredient of fodder rations for mileh 
cows. 

To raise roots the second year, after a 
liberal application of coarse barnyard ma- 
nure, or Se turning over of grass lands, 
with the assistance of some commercial 
hosphatie fertilizer in the interest of a 
imely maturity, is highly recommended 
ty practical cultivators of sugar beets. 
To stimulate in the roots the production 
of the largest possible amount of sugar 
and starch must be the object of the cul: 
tivator, ior these two constituents: of 
roots ontrol, more than any other one, 
their increase in solids. 

Polowing. uu some points in plum cul- 
ture given by a fruit’ grower with thirty 
gears’ experience, ut a meeting of Maine 
pomologists: 

Plums succeed well on different soils, 
but the trees require to be well fed. 
Plum trees will not thrive under neglect.

A Word About Pig Pens 
The farmer's pig pen should be located 


ata< iderable dl nce from the horse 
and i adirection trom which tLe pre- 
vailing Winds will nyt waft the odors 


toward it. Detter stil, the Lad smells 
ruld be reduced to a minimum by clean 

oud deodorizing atthe pen. This 
y done and profitably, too, b 

throwing ina few shovelfuls of dry earth 
on that portion where the pigs resort, so 
that their manure is mixed up with it in 
the pen, and still more thoroughly when 
the pou ts cleaned out. [very pen should 
be constructed se it enn bo cleaned out 
from ou of the sides without entering it 
tall Enough space should be left be- 
tween the floor and the pidiug for tarro- 
ducing a long handied sereper or hoe for 
the purpose of cleaning it out. If the 
pen has been liberally supplied with dry 
earth, bad odors will be prevented and 
the value of tho manure increased. 


Conerete Stable Floors. 

Good stable floors may be made by first 
paving with broken stones and then coy- 
ering with conerete, and finally laying 
with plank. The plank, ex 
plains Country Gentleman, will” be easier 
for the animals’ feet than the hard con- 
crote, and will prevent the gradual injury 
othe concrete surface by the animals’ 
feet by lying down and rising. The in- 

jury may, however, be prover ied in some 

measure by keeping the hard floor well 
littered. 

The first thing in paving is 10 S66 to 
the perfect drainage of tho earth, for 
Water in the soll will he likely to spol} the 
whole work. Drive the stones solidly 
and compactly into the soil, and cover 
them with a layerof smaller stones. ‘Then 
mix, thoroughly, good water lime with 
two or three parts of clean, sharp sand, 

mix well with water enough to make it 
run between the stones by pressing. The 
top layer of concrete is then added, the 
best of which may be made with Portland 
coment with two or three times as much 
clean, sharp sand, There should be an 
inclination of two or three inches from 
the manger to the drain, which will be 
necessary unless you keep a large supply
